Additional  equipment  and  improvements  of  a  permanent 
character,  a  detailed  statement  of  which  is  hereafter  given, 
are  embraced  in  the  operating  expenses,  the  percentage  of 
which  is  thus  materially  increased.

Although  there  is  an  increase  of  lli6080  per  cent,  over  the 
precedingyear,  in  the  number  of  tons  moved,  there  is,  owing 
to  the  heavier  engines  in  use,  a  very  small  increase  in  the

The  freight  business  of  the  road  has  been  gradually  in¬ 
creasing  for  a  number  of  years.  As  compared  with  1878, 
the  year  1882,  shows  an  increase  of  292,148  tons  of  freight 
moved,  or  91ioo  per  cent.,  and  an  increase  in  revenue  from 
same  of  $111,812  19,  or  38  per  cent. 

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  moved  on  main  line  and 
leased  roads  in  1882  was  613,425  tons. 

The  foregoing  statements  of  number  of  passengers  carried 
and  number  of  tons  of  freight  moved,  do  not  include  the 
business  of  the  Mont  Alto  Railroad.  We  own  a  controlling 
interest  in  the  stock  of  this  road,  but  it  is  operated  with  its 
own  rolling  stock  and  under  a  separate  organization. 
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The  excellent  crops  of  last  year,  a  large  proportion  ot 
which  is  yet  to  be  moved,  and  the  impulse  given  to  manu¬ 
facturing  interests  in  our  valley,  give  promise  of  an  increased 
business  for  1883. 

There  were  laid  in  main  track  during  the  year  797  tons  of 
steel  rails.  These  are  charged  in  the  expense  account  at 
$20,832.07,  being  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  the  steel, 
and  value  of  the  old  iron  rails  taken  up. 

We  renewed  35,821  cross  ties,  and  graded  and  laid  8,090 
feet,  or  l^o  miles  of  new  sidings.  There  was  expended  upon 
the  sidings,  and  in  work  upon  the  company’s  property  at 
Hagerstown,  $15,323.72. 

Four  of  the  piers  of  the  Harrisburg  bridge  were  taken 
down  and  re-built  during  the  summer,  and  the  iron  columns 
on  three  of  the  piers  of  the  Potomac  bridge  were  removed 
and  replaced  with  substantial  masonry.  These  repairs  and 
improvements  required  an  expenditure  of  $26,731.63. 

At  iNewville,  the  water  pipes  from  our  reservoir  were  so 
small  as  to  seriously  delay  trains.  These  were  replaced  by 
larger  ones,  and  stand  pipes  erected.  At  Chambersburg 
it  became  necessary  to  have  a  supply,  independent  of 
the  Borough  water  company,  and  a  line  of  pipe  was  laid 
connecting  the  several  tanks  with  a  supply  tank  located  on 
the  Falling  Spring,  the  pumping  being  done  by  water  power. 
At  Hagerstown  where  we  were  dependent  upon  a  well  which 
was  soon  exhausted,  pipes  were  laid  connecting  with  the  City 
water  works.  These  various  improvements  cost  $3,295.75. 

Our  equipment  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by  the 
purchase  of  one  passenger  engine,  four  passenger  coaches, 
one  combination  passenger  and  baggage  car,  two  express 
cars,  two  mail  and  baggage  cars,  thirty-four  box  cars,  thirty 
gondola  cars  and  ten  stock  cars,  costing  in  the  aggregate 
$90,623.92,  and  which  are  charged  in  the  expense  account 
at  $73,862.24.  The  sum  of  $16,761.68  realized  from  the  sale 
of  old  engines  and  cars  no  longer  suitable  for  use  on  our 
road  was  credited  to  this  account. 
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The  sum  of  $18,462.02  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
real  estate,  at  different  points  on  the  line  of  road,  and  is 
charged  to  the  Capital  Account.

As  compared  with  1881  there  is  an  increase  in  revenue  of 

$1,908.50,  and  an  increased  expenditure  of  $3,502.14.  The 
increase  in  expenses  was  occasioned  by  the  building  of  addi¬ 
tional  siding  and  ore  wharf  at  Dillsburg,  and  improvements 
at  Williams’  Grove. 

There  were  renewed  in  the  road  1,434  cross  ties.

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  moved  upon  this  road  was 
46,625,  and  number  of  passengers  carried  72,223.  The 
travel  is  chiefly  at  low  excursion  rates  to  the  Mont  Alto 
Park,  which  is  distant  only  ten  miles  from  the  main  line. 

The  Shenandoah  Valley  Railroad  Company  completed  its 
line  to  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  last  summer,  and 
through  it  has  established  connections  with  an  extended 
system  of  roads  south.  Since  then  our  business  from  that 
source  has  considerably  increased. 

We  received  from  that  road  during  the  year  33,072  tons 
of  freight,  and  delivered  to  it  21,187  tons.  Of  the  freight 
received  6,432  tons  were  live-stock,  and  4,654  tons  cotton. 

Northern  capital  seems  to  be  seeking  investment  in  the 
mineral  and  timber  lands  along  the  lines  of  these  roads, 
and  a  number  of  large  furnaces  are  being  erected.  As  the 
resources  of  this  region  become  developed,  and  as  the  route 
with  its  attractive  scenery  becomes  better  known,  we  may 
reasonably  expect  an  increase  of  freight  and  travel. 

On  the  1st  of  April  last  Mr.  O.  N.  Lull,  whose  health  was 
impaired,  tendered  his  resignation  as  Chief  Engineer.  Mr. 
Lull  had  been  connected  with  the  road  either  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  or  Chief  Engineer  for  over  twenty-five  years.  Much 
of  the  prosperity  of  the  road  during  that  period  was  owing 
to  his  untiring  devotion  to  its  interests.  The  vacancy  thus 
caused,  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Chauncey  Ives, 
as  Engineer. 
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The  Board  would  report  the  equipment,  roadway  and 
property  of  the  company  in  excellent  condition. 

Appended  hereto  is  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Treasurer, 
giving  the  financial  condition  of  the  company. 

The  §81,800  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  company  mature  on 
the  1st  of  January  next  and  will  be  paid  at  that  time. 

In  closing  this  annual  statement  the  Board  have  pleasure 
in  again  bearing  testimony  to  the  continued  faithful  and 
efficient  discharge  of  duty  by  officers  and  employes.
